Inthe ſame year Mardike being taken Septent- 
bet 23th and put into Engliſh hands, the taking 
whereof was very grievous to. the. Dazkirkers, and 
Spaniſh ide, and therefore it was reſolved by Dor 
Fobn to hazard a Scaladoand-afſlault by night : the 
DUKE of YORK and the Marqueſs of 
Caracene ordered and were preſent in the buſineſs ; 
and the King our Soveraign, and the Duke of 
Glouce$ter,, had conveyed themſelyes to Dunkirk 
to ſee the management of this Attempt. On the 
229. of Ofob. at night,ſome 4000 Engliſh, Scorch 
and Iriſh, and ſome Spaniards, about ten. a Clock 
at night began the Srorm with Hand Granadoes, 
and all forts of Afſaulting Engines, and were got 
into the Trenches, and mounted. their Scaling 
Ladders 3 bur the Engliſh within, being in readi- 
nels, - and Reynolds Morgan and Lillingftone being 
at that-ſame time there, the Aflailants were with 
great Slaughter repelled and beaten down ; the 
great Guns'from the Engliſh Fleet (Riding at the 
Splin'er) Firing their Broad-ſides, being direfed 
by four great Links-(fetup-in rhe Corners, of the 
Fort ) how to mils ic * nevertheleſs about four a 
Clock the Duke commanded the Afault to bere- 
newed again 3 which. was done with: greater 
Fury, but toas little Advantage 3 which Evenc 
with the approaching Day-light cauſed a Retreat, 
the dead being moſt of them carried off in 
Waggons, 


In the following year 1658 when the Dunkirk 
Fight was managed chiefly en the Spaniſh-fide, by 
the DUKE of YORK ( accompanied with 
the Duke of Glouceſter.) the Military renown

Aitho 1650 Absut the t5me-of his Majeſties 
Refticurion, 'the' King being” entertained ar the 
Hate 1 in Holler and entreated byifeveral-Com- 
miflioners inrhe Nanie of his Majeſties People,to 
return'and reſume the' Seepter: and Governmenr. 
"TheKing preparing to depart,before which depar- 
ture'the Dutch magmficently: [treated-him, But on 
Sunday rhe 2oth of Way;the King heard De Hardy 
"Ptexchibefore him ;/rhe place intended was tlic 
'Erchdii'Chureb, aber therr Sermon; 'but they 
"kribwing of tt being greedy to ſee theKing, would 
"not cone out'6f- their 'Seats; ſo it 'was Yone' m 
' rhe Priticefles Lodgings 3 here rhe King rouched 
” maty bf the!Evi]. Fn the'mean whilethe D UKE 
of ro 'R'K ook the' Oath of Allegiance of the 
Fleet, * having gone aboard the Naſeby, -where the 
Genetal treated him ; 'which Ship, at his depar- 
tire, * he called 'the Charles , as afterwards the 
whole 'Fleer was new Chriſtened / in their way 
homewards.” 


' Anny 166%. The Queen failing for Englond but 


through the untowardnels of the Wind, being 
protrafted of her defires in meeting the King,and 
her*Arrival being in England expeRted every day, 
a fortnight before, cauſed the King to ſend down 
his Brother 'theD UE of YORK, Lord bigh-

to compliment her in his Name : whereupon his 
Highneſs baſted to Portſmonth,and on the eleventh 
of May attended by the Duke of Ormond, the Earl 
of Suffolk, and Cheſterfield, the Lord Berkley and 0- 
ther perſons of Honour went aboard the ſtately 
Yacht, with which the City. of Amſterdam pre- 
ſented the King, ta Coaſt about the Iſle of Wight 
to meet her Majeſty. On the, ſame day Sir Fo- 
ſeph Douglas making towards Portſmouth, with an 
Expreſs from her Majeſty to the King, was met 
by his Highneſs the DUKE of YORK, five 
Leagues off the Ie of Wight, who commanded 
bim back with. him.to che Fleet. . On: Sunday 
Morning about tena Clock, they diſcovered the 
Royal James, but,there was ſo great a Calm, that. 
they could not reach the Royal Ebarles, till ſix at 
Evening. No ſooner had the General eſpied his 
Highneſs Yacht, . but he went out in his Barge to 
meet him, the Royal Banner being all the while 
yailed till he was aboard. When his Highneſs 
came into the Ship, the Soldiers gave three Rveral 
ſhouts,and all the great Guns in the Royal Charles 
C which from that time to the Queens entrance 
had been filent_) proclaimed his Welcome, After 
which, ſeveral ſhips of the Fleet paid him their ſa- 
lutes. Being conducted to her Majeſties Cabbin, 


he was placed in a Chair on her right hand, where 


after ſeyeral expreſſions of Joy for her Majeſties 
happy Arrival on the Coaſt of Exgland, and having 
preſented his Majeſties high RelpeRts to, as excee* 
ding AﬀeCtion to her; his Royal Highneſs took his 
leave, to retire himſelf co bis Yache for that night : 
and the next morning Sir foſeph Douglas was a- 
goin diſpatcht to the King, 1a the illuſtrious com- 


pour

pary of the ſaid Bull of Orinond, andthe Earls ; 
but was forced to Tide it. thence, and 'fometimes 
Jay at Anchor, and couldnot reach Portſmouth till 
the Evening. | 

Anno 1663. At thebeginniog of November the 
DUKE of YORK Lord High-Admiral of 
England, going towards nis Charge at Portſmouth, 
having received a Gracious farwel from his Maje- 
ſty in a ſhott while aſter, he went aboard, and 
joyned with the Princc Rupert, and Earl of Sand- 
wich ; {© that it was no eaſe thing to unlock the 
Narrow Seas. | 

Bar the Aon beweeh the Engliſh and Dutch 
Fleets at home being bur little, the DUKE of 
YORK finding that the N-therlands had laid | 
up their Ships, and that there was no need of F 
keeping fo great a Navy abroad; with all his | 
Train on the ſeventh of September arrived at Whites 
ball, leaving a conſiderable number of ſtout Vel> 
ſels, under the ConduG@ of the Parl of Sandwich 
having before his' departure, by a Speech which 
he made them, infpired the Seamen with Reſolu- 
tion chearfully to obey the commands of their 
Admiral in whatever Enterprize he ſhould have 
farther Order to proſecute. - 

In the ſame and following year, the Hollanders 
preparations for War being open and publick , 
therefore the King journied from Port to Port, to 
haſten out his Fleet, as alſo by his preſence to 
to encourage the Seamen, that by the 25th of 
March ending the year 1664. The Fleet was mag- 
nificently prepared, with all necetlary Proviſion , 
being ready to receive their Admiral the DUKE 
of YORK, who (ome days before, went very 
| early 


early in the Morning to his Charge, attenCed with 
divers eminent and honourable Voluntiers. 

Anno 166g. In” the War with Holland, the 
DUKE of YORK impatient of their ſtay, 
teſolved to'give *um a viſit upon their own Coaſts 
and accordingly with 114 Sail, made for the Tex- 
tl, within' five Leagues whereof, he came to an 
Anchor ; ſome of the Fleet venturing within two 
Leagues of the Shore, where the D UK E.took 
a full View of the Dutch Ships. Some few days 
after, they ſhewed themſelves juſt before the 
mouth of the Harbour, to the great amazement 
of the People aſhore. Nor did the Engliſh for- 
ſake their Stations for a long Seaſon, being now 
encreaſed to 120 Sail, which made the Hollanders 
ere& Beacons all along the Coaſt of Ho/land,from 
the Texel tothe Maes, to give notice upon any 
Attempt of Landing. e's | 

The DUKE did ſtay longer than ke intend - 
ed, partly in expeQation co draw the Dutch to 
an Engagement ; partly by reaſon of croſs winds, 
and harie weather. Among 'thany Fogs}, there 
happened one for the Hollanders good : for” the 
DUKE having commanded three Frigats out 
of his own Squadron, and foyr out of the White 
and Blew , to try if they cotild' meet with any 
Holland Merchant men recurning toward the Uly 
the Fog was ſo great, that only the three firſt conld 
Sail, Had not this Fog prevented , the whole 
Fleet lad fallen irito the hands of the Fhgliſh, 
however ten Sail were taken, laden with Wine 
and Brandy ; only \ one Weſt:Inqia- ſhip of good 
valae, another from Lisbon, and the laſt Engliſh 
Veſſel raken by them before in” the Soundings :

The D U KE, met the Dutcheſs 
of Modena about the latter end af Nowember in 
that year (the arriving at Dover.in order: to. ber. 
intermatciage with. his Highneſs) and fome few 
days after coming fram Graveſend to London, by 
water, was by his Majeſty and. divers of. the No- 
bilicy met, in Barges upon the |River, and. ſo con-, 
duced co White-Hall , where, after her Royal, 
Highneſs had been. received .ia the moſt obliging, 
and kind manner by her Majeſty, (he was Con- 
dudted to Sr, Fames's, within few days after theic 
Royal Highnefſes gave Audience to the ' French, 
Portugal, Swediſh and Daziſh, Embaſladors, as 
likewiſe co the Relidents of Venice and Newburg, 
who all went co Compliment. them upon their lars 
| Marriage,  _

Mr. Dugdale in kg Information given before 
the Houſe of Commons relateth that one Francis 
Evers a Jeluite, telliog him it might not belong 
before they might expe& good times, forthat the 
DUKE of YO R K having declared himſelf 
a:Roman-Catholick, had piven a good affurancc 
to the P ope, beſides being a Prince of that Re- 
ſolution, exc. that if ever he made any engage- 
ment, he would never revoke ir, which gave them 
great hopes of diſperſing the dark Clouds of He- 
rely (as by them called) He nor only having en- 
gaged himſelf ſolemnly ro them for the eſtabliſh- 
ing of their Religion, but alſo that he would re- 
ſtore them to all cheir Church-Lands, and other 
riviledges taken from their Church formerly.
